Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-8,1 7-24, 33-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-8, 17-24, 
33-35 are allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither prior art 
cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of the said 
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prior art which teaches a synchronization signal generator and a method of generating a 
synchronization signal comprising means for or steps of generating a clock signal by dividing a 
frequency of a high-frequency clock so as to generate pulses of a reference period, a long period 
longer than the reference period and a short period shorter than the reference period, and outputs, 
as the pixel clock, one of the pulses that is designated by an output selection 
signal; synthesizing a first selection signal, which is generated base on a time-series distribution 
of the pulses of each period defined by a first set of data, and a second selection signal, which is 
based on a time-series distribution of the pulses of each period defined by a second set of data, so 
as to generate the output selection signal.
